Most of the rosidents 
are missionaries, though several of 
the cottages are occupicd by members 
of the conmercia] community. Many of

MESSRS BENNERTZ AND C0.'S 
STEAMERS. 

Messva Bennorty and Co, have suppliod 
the Shanghat Mercury with the following 
information :—~ | : 

Messrs Bennertz and Company chartorod 
the four steamers, Ningchow, Woning, 
Suafokien, imd Kiangning and found that 
on tuking them’ over they wanted « lot of 
repairing and shipping gear. The repaira 
and shipping gear supplied by them 
amounted to fully Tks. 2 O00,-em having 
paid charter money, in advance, Messrs, 
Bonnortz and Company asked tho repre« 
sontative of the Nanking Government here 
to poy the.various items, which he dolayed 
to do from woek to week, Moss H, 
Bonnert, and Company ropeatedly wired 
| to Viceroy Liu at Nonlang of the bad con 
dition of the steamers Wontig and Ning: 
chow, for they required extensive ropnira, 
to which he paid no attention, and the re- 
presentative here cauld not do anything, 

The Honing in consequence broke down 
on her trip to Hankow some time in July, 
and they then wired’ ts tho, Viceroy that 
unless repairs were attended te at oned 
nothing could be dosfe.. Tho result waa 
that_the steamer is still lying in tha har. 
bour with her machinery broken. Tho 
claim for towage, reshipping, ete., amount 
ad to a thousand tacls, When. Mcasrs 
Bennertz & Co. found that they were un- 
abls ta got satisfaction they decided to act 
for the intorest of the firm and croditore, 
end sent the Wingchow to Hongkong, 
where sho ‘is now attached, “In conse- 
quence of this actlon, to whieh, ‘ncoording 
to their charter agreement, Moers Hennertz 
& Co, ara fully entitled, the Chinese 
authorities, thinking that they detected in 
their action some breach of contract, sent 
tolographic instructions to the various Cuz- 
tom's Commissioners, before advising the 
Congul, to ‘seize tho. steamers whorevor 
thoy wore ; therefore the Commissioner of 
Customs at Shanghai stopped the clearance 
of the Kiangning on the 2let ultimo, and 
the Commissioner at Chinkiang atopped 
the steamer Sunfokier, on the 2ith ultimo, 
whilet the latter was proceeding down river 
with a full cargo’ of merchandise and pas- 
sengers: The Commissioner df Chinklan; 
declined: to receive Captain Paton of the
